UK To Request 
Bids On Building, 
Peterson Says 

Bids on construction of a new 
service building and an addition to 
the football stadium will be called 
for about March 18 by the Univer- 
sity, Comptroller Frank D. Peterson 
announced Monday. 

Bids were taken 18 months ago 
on the service building, but were 
rejected because of high prices. 

The new service building will be 
erected on a strip of ground at the 
comer of Limestone and Upper 
Streets, site of the old service 
building which burned three years 
ago. The structure will be a three- 
story fire-resistant building. Peter- 
son added. The first two floors will 
house the division of maintenance 
and operations. The third floor will 

include seventeen more rows of 
seats an the South side of the 
stadium, widening them and rais- 
a to the same level as the 
North side stands. The present 
press box will be wrecked and a 
new one built in the center of the 
widened stands. 

Peterson said that 4000 new scats 
will be added to the stand's capaci- 
ty by the expansion. 

After receiving the bids they will 
be considered by the UK Board of 
Trustees at a meeting to be held 
around March 22.

Your editorial on cheating in the 
February 4th issue was superlative. 

Please take the following ques- 
tions as both challenges and as re- 
quests for information: Have you 
ever personally notified the author- 
ities about specific incidents of 
cheating, and have you ever been 
certain that someone else has so 
notified as to such an incident ol 
cheating? 

For those who advocate the so 
called "honor" system, it might be- 
well noted that if you have known 
of certain cheating and can not 
affirmatively answer the first ques- 
tion, then it could be presumed 
that good old pure you are an ac- 
accessory during and or after the 
tact. To deny the truth of this 
conclusion is to deny that one ha ■ 
a duty to notify the authorities of 
known cheating. Such duty is a 
lundamental precept of existing 
honor" systems. 

Aside from the glittering gener- 
alities promulgated by the do-good- 



ers, under the "honor" system it 
is a fact that there is cheating, it 
is a fact that only a few are caught 
cheating. It is not a fact or even 
a necessary conclusion that all 
cheaters are either caught or are 
exposed to proper authorities if 
caught. It is not a fact that those 
who do not cheat, would not cheat 
dl if they knew' there was no om- 
nipresent spy system, and <2> if 
they thought that by cheating ihey 
would escape flunking. 

Perhaps to be fair one would ad- 
mit that those who make good 
grades under any system of con- 
ducting an examination, should be 
given the benefit of the doubt and 
designated as persons who. because 
of honor, do not themselves cheat. 
But what about the accomplice 
angle? And what about the rest 
of the students? 

It has been suggested that one 
of the basic drives of men is to 
be good — to be honorable — not to 
cheat: that upon this rock can be 
built a structure — a system in 
which Honor is the fetish and 
cheating practically non-existent 
If you really believe this, let the 
following be your motto: "Blessed 
be the naive for they are blissful."
